fe MANY OTHER* Victorians,” TE vhave 

‘for some “years past’ walked 
through Pioneer Square, that quiet ‘little 
backwater in the shadow of Christ Church 
Cathedral. 


Although I have’ glanced at ‘the weather- 
beaten reminders: that it- Was formerly as 
old. cemetery, -it was .not ‘until the other 
day that I lingered to read the fading lines 
on the tombstones. 

Time and the elements have laid their 
own patina on the epitaphs. Some are al- 
most obliterated, but enough. still remain 
decipherable to constitute an old family 
album in sandstone, a palimpsést of the 
Victoria of the 50's, 60's and 70's. 


FORT VICTORIA DAYS
